Ontario’s Deputy Minister of Agricul- 1 
ture Is an Author. \ 

Mr. C. C. James, the Deputy Min. | 
ister of Agriculture for Ontario, who 
is credited with having added mil- : 
lions Yo the agricultural wealth of | 
this province by wheedling farmers 
into the gradual adoption of progres- 


sive and enlightened measures in 
acriculture, is also well-known as & 
bibliophile. He has perhaps the fin- 


est collection of Canadian volumes 
of verse*extant and his collection of 
Ternysoniana is also most complete 
Mr. James has lately added to the 
volume of literature relating to the 
great Laureate a little publication of 
own in pamphlet form contain- 


two papers, “A Tennyson Pil- 
grimage.”’ and “Tennyson, the Im- 
perialist.”” The first named paper 


was the result of a little journey of 
homage to the poet’s English haunts, 
that Mr. James made in 1909, the 
centenary of Tennyson's birth. The 
second paper deals with a phase of 
the poet’s career not generally fami- 
liar. Tennyson, Mr. James points 
out, was one of She earliest Imperial- 
ists of the type with which we are 
familiar to-day. Not the least in- 
teresting part of the little brochure 
are the extracts from Lady Tenny- 
son’s diary showing that as early as 
1870 the laureate was an advocate of 
colonial conferences in England and 
declared ‘How strange England can- 
not her true policy lies in a 
closer union with the colonies.”’ His 
indignation over an editorial in The 
London Times, published in 1872, sug- 
gesting the probability of the separa- 


tion of Canada from Great Britain, 
as a not undesirable contingency, 
was intense. He stopped the press } 
to include a reference to it in tbe 
dedication of “Idyls of the King,” 
which was addressed to Queen Vic- 
toria.

Coast and Mountain Mill Men Hold which will be opened up by the-con- 
Conference with Retailers at Banff Struction of the Hudson Bay railway, 


—Warning to Retailers who were 
Unwilling to Give the Farmers 


a Very Satisfactory Condition. 


Vancouver.—At the coast and moun- 
tain mill men’s conference with the 
prairie retailers at Banff it was agreed 
to reduce the price on common lum- 
ber $2 per thousand. A number of 
retailers, who expressed an unwiiling- 
ness to give the farmer the benefit of 
the reduction were given a warning. 

All the reports presented showed the 
lumber trade to be in a flourishing 
condition. The stocks of tae coast miil 
men were shown to have been one 
hundred and one miilion feet, as com- 
pared with two hundred miliion feet 
on January 1 and one hundred and 
seventy-five million feet a year ago. 

The stocks of the mountain mills 
are now one hundred and sixty-five 
million feet, as against two hundred 
million feet this time last year. 
Spruce mills reported taht they will 
have twenty miilion feet on hand at 
the end of the season, as compared 
with seventy-five million a year ago, 
and the white pine men east of Winni- 
peg, showed that their stocks are forty 
per cent less than they were a year 
ago. 

Several spruce mills and one white 
yine saw mill have closed through 
ack of supply of logs. The former in. 
cludes the Red Deer mill at Prince 
Albert. Two large saw mills in the 
Kootenay’s were destroyed by fire last 
month, thus reducing the output for 
the present. British Columbia mill 
men also reduced the price on shiplap 
$1 per thousand. They also agreed 
that odd lengths would not comprise 
more than 25 per cent of their ship- 
ments to the prairies. 


EQUALITY IN RIGHTS 


Hon. Elihu Root Continues Argu- 
ment Before the Hague 
Tribunal 
The Hague.—Continuing his argu. 
ment before the fisheries t ibunal on 
behalf of the United States’ claim, 
Hon. Elihu Root contended that fish- 
ing rights provided by the treaty of 
1818 were not simply those of equality, 
but that the right to fish would be a 
liberty in common. Mr. Root submit- 
ted that the makers of the treaty un-

I found the 
countess very much interested in the 
forestry work being done by the Do- 
minion government, and found her 
very observant of the species, forms 
and habits of growth of the different 
trees, 

“Oxford House, which was the most 
northerly point I touched, is south- 
west of and four days’ journey from 
Hudson bay. The trip was an official 
one. The department has quite re- 
cently established under my direction 
three parties, consisting of four men 
each; one party to operate from the 
Pass along the proposed line of the 
Hudson Bay railway; another to op- 
erate along the Nelson river to Split 
lake; and the third to work around 
between Norway House and Oxford 
House, and from there out towards 
Hudson bay. I went to Oxford House 
to establish one of these parties, the 


other two having previously been 
established. 
“Their duties are, in the summer 


time, to post fire notices printed in 
English and in Cree, along the main 
routes of travel, and to meet travellers 
and instruct them with regard to the 
vreat necessity of putting their camp- 
fires out before leaving them. In case 
a fire occurs, the party having charge 
of that district are supposed to do 
their best to extinguish it. In the 
summer they will travel mostly with 
canoes, in the winter work will be to 
locate, and to prepare a map of ail 
\tracts of timber land, giving in each 
case an estimate of the kinds, quan- 
tities and qualities of timber, with 
special mention of localities where tie 
and bridge timber may be secured. I 
was much surprised to find the shores 
along my route so well timbered, al- 
though the timber is mostly of small 
dimensions. It consists chiefly of 


white spruce, jack pine, balsam, 
poplar and white birch, I did not 
notice much merchantable timber; 


but if the fires are kept out, it should 
in time become very valuable. 

“My route lay along the line of the 
proposed Hudson's Bay railway. The 
ground is mostly flat, although in 
places the banks of the river ascend to 
a height of more than one hundred 
feet. In places the soil is arable. 

“T do not think that the country is 
suitable for raising wheat, since sum- 
mer frosts are frequent; but probably 
barley and oats might be grown. In 
a garden at Norway House, I noticed 
the following vegetables, growing lux- 
uriantly: Potatoes, peas, onions, car- 
rots, beets, lettuce and radishes. Red 
currants were also hanging on the 
bushes in great quantities.” 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE DEAD 


“Lady With the Lamp,” Blessed by 
Thousands of Wounded Soldiers, 
Answers Last Call 
London.—Florence Nightingale, the 
famous nurse of the Crimean war, and 
the only woman who ever received the 
Order of Merit, died on Saturday last 
at her London home. Although she 
had been an invalid for a ‘ong time, 
rarely leaving her room, where she 
passed the time in a half recumbent 
position, and was under the constant 
care of a physician, her death was 

somewhat unexpected, 

Florence Nightingale was born in 
Florence, Italy, in 1820. She went 
through a course of training at the 
Protestant Desconess’ institute and 
subsequently studied French methods 
in Paris. When the reports of the suf- 
ferings of the troops in the Crimea 


reached England, ste sai'ed with | a 
band or trained nurses for Scutaria, 
where she toiled until the — British 


troops left the town in July, 1856,

her the title of “The Lady With the 
Lamp.” She was the first woman de- 
corated with the Order of Merit and 
to be given the freedom of the city of 
London.

BEING A FAILURE 


Hon. Duncan Marshall, Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture, Estimates 
a Yield of 25,000,000 Bushels for 
Alberta—Dryness has been by no 
Means General, and Crop Failure 
Has Been Greatly Exaggerated. 


Calgary —Hon. Dunean Marshall, 
provincial minister of agriculture con- 
udenuy expects that Alberta crops 
will yield 25,000,000 bushels this year 
as against 52,000,000 busheis last year. 
The minister wno has made careful 
and exhaustive inquiries in every part 
of the province where crops are pro- 
duced, in giving his computation to 
the Albertan said the estimate was a 


conservative one. 
“it can’t be said therefore that the 
Alberta crop this year is by any 


means a failure,’’ he observed. 

The dryness so much complained of 
was by no means general, Even in 
the south part of the province where 
undoubtedly there had been a lack of 
rain he had seen some fair crops. 

Only a few days ago he himself saw 
some good samples of winter wheat 
boing threshed at Pincher Creek. It 
is the minister's opinion that there 
will be less winter wheat lost by frost 
this year than in previous years be- 
cause it has matured much earlier. 

“A good part of winter wheat has 
been cut, while the remainder is being 
eut very rapidly, so that danger from 
frosts will be avoided,” he said. 

That there will be no shortage of 
feed at all this year is another belief 
of Hon. Mr. Marshall's, and fearing 
that there might be a shortage as cul- 
tiveted hay was thin in parts, the 
farmers set about cutting wild hay in 
places where they had never before 
touched it. 

“T think there will be an abundance 
of hay for feeding this winter,” he de- 
clared. 

The railroads too were doing their 
best to help the ranchers, in districts 
where the grass had been burnt up, 
pointed out Mr. Marshall. They were 
offering ranchers special rates on sites 
so that they could take their cattle 
from the affected districts and put 
them in districts where the pasture 
was good. In some places too, stock 
was being driven some 30 or 40 miles 
from the ranch to well pastured parts 
so that they would not suffer for lack 
of feed during the winter. 


TO LEASE HUDSON BAY ROAD 


President Mackenzie of Canadian 
Northern Thinks That His Com. 
pany Will Operate Line 
Toronto.—‘Oh, 1 suppose news- 
papers must be talking,”’ said William 
Mackenzie, president of the Canadian 
Northern railway, when questioned 
about the story from Ottawa, that his 
road would be given the operation of 
the new Hudson Bay railway which 
is a government road on a plan sim- 
ilar to that of the G. T. P. and Na- 

tional Transcontinental. 

Mr. Mackenzie, however, made no 
secret of the fact that he expected to 
operate the new line.

Wilfrid Laurier and his friends with 
outstretched arms, Five thousand 
peopie met him on his arrival at the 
station. Twice that many more peo- 
pie greeted him from the pavement as 
the procession wended iis way 
through the streets, and two thousand 
peopie braved the stormy night to the 
R N. W. M. P. barracks grounds to 
meet him. 

The proceedings may be described 
as successiul, According to custom, 
Calgary people were not uproariously 
enthusiastic, thus living up to the 
ancient legend, but they were as en- 
thusiastic, pernaps a trifle more so 
than they usually are, and all were 
well satisfied. Sir Wilfrid Laurier ex- 
pressed himself on several occasions 
as delighted with the simple, plain, 
but kind welcome of the people. 

“You are kindest of all,’ said the 
premier as he reached his hotel. “You 
meet me; you welcome me; then you 
allow me to go and rest. [ appreci- 
ate it all very much, not excepting 
the opportunity to go and rest.” 

The proceedings tor the big recep- 
tion were carried out vcry fully. The 
spirit of the whole welcome was to 
furnish an opportunity for the  pre- 
micr to meet the peo; of Calgary, 
and for the people of Calgary to meet 
the premier. Probably haif of the 
crowds, perhaps a few more, had 
never seen the premier and had never 
heard him speak. In as simple and 
unostentatious a manner as possible 
the programme was carried out. 

Six thousand people, perhaps more, 
took pert in the last incident in the 
celebrated visit to Calgary of Sir Wil- 
frild Lawier at a meeting on Satur- 
day night which was a fitting climax 
to the events of the two closing days 
of the week. It wes one of the most 
remarkable meetings that has ever 
been held in Western Canada, and 
without doubt was the lergest audi- 
ence which hes ever list nel to a 
spenker in Alberta. There was much 
enthusiasm, much applause and not a 
solitary, single interruption save the 
cheers and acclamuations of the people. 


PAVING WAY FOR AGREEMENT 


Representatives of Canada and United 
States Conferring in New 
York 
New York.—A preliminary meeting 
designed by its promoters to pave the 
way for an agreement between the In- 
terstate Commerce and the railway 
Commission of Canada, whereby inter- 
national commerce shall be regulated, 
was held in the Hotel Manhattan re- 

cently. 

Martin M. Tapp, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce commission, and 
J. P. Mabee, chief commi-sioner of 
the Railway Commission of Canada, 
were the conferees. It is plain that 
the conference, which will extend over 
several days, will likely result in the 
adoption of a tentative working agree- 


ment. This will later be elaborated 
on, and it is hoped will be adopted 
by the commissions. 


Traffic by rail and water are being 
considered in all its international 
bearings. Though there has not been 
any clash on international commerce 
recently there has grown up a neces- 
sity for a common understanding be- 
tween the commissions in this country 
and Canada, because of the great in- 
erease in trade between the two na- 
tions. 


PLANNING CAMPAIGN 


Stir Up Feeling Among French Cana- 
dians Against Government 
Naval Policy 
Montresl.—The Netionali t party, of 
which Mr. Henri Bourassa is the 
chief, is planning a vigorous campaign 
through the French Canadian settle- 
ments against the government’s naval 
policy. As a starter they will hold 
eight meetings in different places on 
August 21, The speakers include 
Kean Provost, Armand Lavergne, 
Arthur Plante and numerous minor 
orators. Mr. Bourassa himself is not 
slated to speak at any of the meetings, 
though he is behind the camnaign, 
and his paper Le Devoir, contains the 
aynouncement of the opening of the

that period will be required and that 
in the middle of September the re- 
presentative counsels of both nations 
will be asked to return to The Hague 
to hear the decision and to see it put 
into proper form.

DESCRIBES NEW REGION 
A. Livingston, C. E., Returns From 
North Saskatchewan River 
Country 

Winnipeg.—A. Livingston, C. E., 
one of western Canada’s old-timers 
who has spent a considerable part of 
his life in the great northern country, 
has just returned from a five months’ 
trip to the upper branch of the North 
Saskatchewan river, where he was en- 
gaged by the Dominion government 
on 4 river survey and on the construc. 
tion of a dam across one of the num- 
erous arms of that great river. 

This dam is for toe storage of logs 
ultimately intended for the use of the 
lumbermen of Edmonton and other 
northern lumbering points, where 
there is small storage capacity. Mr. 
Livingston says the location is emin- 
ently adapted to the storage of a large 
number of logs, up to 30,000,000 feet 
board measure. 

A line of the Canadian Northern 
railway has been surveyed up the val- 
ley of the North Saskatchewan, which 
will pass in close proximity to the 
new dam. Some of the principal saw 
mill men of Edmonton have already 
bought sites here and probably in 
time will manufacture at this point. 

Mr. Livingston says the whole coun- 
try along the river bottom is being 
rapidiy settled by homesteaders of 
every nationality. From the upper 
limit of settlement down to the main 
line of the C. N. R. the crops on every 
kind of land from the small patches 
of the homesteader to the largest 
fields of the older farmer are simply, 
magnificent. 


LEMIEUX FOR SOUTH AFRICA 


Postmaster-General Will Attend the 
Opening of the New United 
Parliament 


Ottawa.—Hon. Rudolphe Lemieux, 
postmaster-general, has been appoint- 
ed by the government the official re- 
presentative of Canada at the opening 
of the first parliament of United South 
Mfrica. He will sail for England on 
August 20. The South African parlia- 
ment opens on October 5. 

The Duke of Connaught will besthe 
representative of his Majesty, King 
George, at the function, which event 
prevented his earlier arrival in Can- 
ada as governor-general, 

While Mr. Lemieux is in England 
he will confer with the imperial au- 
thorities regarding the question of 
better and cheaper cable connections 


across the Atlantic. It is expected 
that a definite scheme will be for- 
mulated and adopted shortly. When 
this is accomplished the great 
scheme of an all red cable will be 
undertaken.

EASTERN AND 
WESTERN CROPS 


HARD TO OBTAIN A CORRECT 
STATEMENT OF AVERAGES 


Census Bulletin State@&| that Condi- 
tions of Fieid Crops this Year Have 
Been Modificd by Temperature and 
Raintall—Report for Eastern Pro- 
vinces Favorable, but Dry Weather 
in West Reduces Yield. 


Ottawa A census bulletin issued 
recently states tuat the conditions of 
field crops in Canad& this year have 
been greatiy modiued by temperature 


and rainfall and that between the east 


and the west it is hardly possible to 
make a statement of averag that 
will not be misleadin In the eastern 


provinces, growth has been uniformly 


good throughout July, and the per- 
centages of condition have been high 
for every crop; but in extensive 
tracts oi the north west pr 28 
drought has prevailed and crops are 
reported in eve sta of condition, 
The northerly parts of these provinces 
have been lergely exempt from 
drought and there the per cent condi. 
tions are high. It is diftieult to indi. 
ate fairly an averag 1 conditions 
for the eust and west does not 
tuke account of areas sown and these 
have been considerably reduced since 
the June report 

Fall wheat is grown chiefly in On- 


tario and its eondition for all Canada 


i been reduced by a relatively poor 
crop in Alberta compared with condi. 
tions at the same time last year. It is 
84.65 to 76.53; rye 25.20 in 1910 to 
81.#4 in 1909; peas 81.70 to 87; buck- 
wheat 87.64 to 86.15; mixed grains 
9.91 to 87.23; beans 84.43 to 83.33; 
potatoes 81 to 92; hay ‘lover 90.87 


to 73.79: corm for h 84.50 to 
52.86. and corn for folder 89.76 to 83. 
These crops, which are mainly grown 
in the east, show a high average of 
condition, affected only by a slight 
degree by reports from the west. 

The average condition of spring 
wheat is 77 for 910 to 84.57 for 1909, 
and of oats 79.57 to 87.78 for all Can- 
ada, which is substantially lower than 
the averages for the east. 

In the three northwest provinces 
the condition of spring wheat is 62, of 
oats 5862 and of barley 63.60. The 
estimated yield of fall wheat in the 
-ountry is 18,724 000 being 
26.47 bushels per acre. The hay and 
clover crop is estimated at 15,499.000 
tons or 1.80 tons per acre, and of al- 
falfa 1,92 tons per acre.

CLEVER FORGER CAPTURED

an alleged forger of the cleverest kind, 
who is wanted in Winnipeg, Chicago,

J. Crow, alias McLaughlin, Stone, 
Lewis and several other aliases, is the 
real name of the eleged forger. In. 
terest is added to the case by the fact 
that he was trying to put through a 
$4,000 deal on the local Bank. of Nova 
Scotia by the forgery of City Solicitor 
So well laid were his 
plans, he would have been successful 
but for his timely arrest. Only a 
time ago Crow got away with 
$2,400 obtained from the Winnipeg 
branch of the bank of Hamilton, by 
forgery He had been hunted from 
coast to coast by Pinkerton detectives 
for obtaining in the same way $5,000 
in Chicago, $6,500 in New York, and 
large sums in verious other cities. 
The Pinkertens lost track of him until 
the Winnipeg forgery took place, on 
June 30. From there Pinkerton fol-

Floating Fish Ova. 

The fish known as the lula, of India 
and Ceylon—a species of ophiocepha- 
lus—is said to be unique among fresh 
water fish in laying eggs which float 
on the water until hatched. To pre- 
pare a place for the eggs the luta beats 
back the rushes and bites of the 
weeds. The eggs are then spread out 
in a sheet flush with the surface of the 
water, and the male mounts guard 
over them. They are large and of 4 
golden yellow or amber color, A sin- 
cle larve globule of oil immersed in 
the volk of each egg gives them their 
buoyancy. The eggs, thus freely ex- 
posed to the warmth of the sun, hatch 
out in three days or even sooner. The 
lula is said to be monogramous.

The Queer-Looking “‘Armonica” of @ 
Century Ago. 


How long “musical glasses’’ have 
been used for their special purposes 
no one really knows. There is an ac- 
count of an Irish performer who play- 
ed upon the musical glasses in his 
native country as early as 1743. When 
Gluck went to England (April. 1746) 


| there is an aceount of his playing at 


the little Haymarket Theatre, which 
runs as follows: ‘He played a con- 
certo on twenty-six drinking glasses 
tuned with spring water, accompanied 
by the whole band, being a new in- 
strument of his own invention, upon 
which he performs whatever may be 
done upon the violin or harpsichord.” 
In Goldsmith’s “Vicar of Wakefield" 
the ‘musical glasses” are mentioned 
as being fashionable. 

When Franklin was in London 
(1762) he saw a performer upon the 
glasses, who played them by wetting 
his fingers and wiping them over the 
brims Seeking to improve ant sys- 
tematize this instrument and at the 
same time to extend its usefulness by 
means of the application of mechani- 
cal appliances, Franklin devised an 
unusual looking instrument which 
was described thus in Grove’s Diction 
arv: “The bells or basins of glass were 
ranged or strung on an iron spindle 
(ong rod). The largest and deep 
toned ones were at the left and 
gradually rose in pitch according 
to the usual seale. The lower edges 
of the basins were ‘dippec in a 
tronch of water. The spind!e or rod 
made to revolve before the per 


wns 
former, so that all the glass bowls 
were kent continually going around 


and around by means of a treadle con- 
nected with the spindle and operated 
hy the foot of the performer. The 
sound was produced by applying the 
fingers to the wet edges of the bowls 
as they revolved. Franklin called the 
instrument the armonica. 

Mozart wrote music for this un- 
usual musical machine, and it became 
very popular in parts of Germany 
The composer Naumann wrote sona- 
tas for it. and at one time it was used 
in some of the court orchestras. Bee 


thoven wrote a niece of twenty-four 


measures for the instrument, In Ger

LESSON VII.—THIRD QUARTER,

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xx, 17-34. 
Memory Verses, 25-27—Golden 
Text, Matt. xx, 28—Commentary

This lesson may be summed up in 
two great truths, His humiliation and 
His compassion for the blind. Bota 
James and John and their mother 
were as truly blind as the blind men 
by the wayside, though not in the 
measure or in tue same way. 
‘Lhe men by the wayside were blind to 
things temporal, the others in a great 
measure te things eternal. Again fer 
the third or fourth time Jesus, on H.s 


way to Jerusalem tor the last time, 
predicts His death and resurrection, 
events which were ever before Him, 
for He was set apart for this before 


the foundation of tne world (I Pet. i, 
20). Both in the law, tne prophets 
and the psalms it was many times pre- 
dicted and typified of Him from the 
time when He Himself provided re- 
demption clothing for Adam and Eve 
by the shedding of blooi (Gen. iii, 
21). And after His resurrection He 
specially opened these very Seripturs 
to His disciples (Luke xxiv, 25-27, 44- 
48). But until the Spirit came at 
Pentecost to dwell in them they did 
not seem able to receive the teaching. 
It is one thing to have the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our teacher, and ‘‘Who 
teacheth like Him ” (Job xxxvi, 22), 
but it is necessary to have His Holy 
Spirit in us in order that the truth 
may grasp us in power and be lived 
out in-us. We must remember that 
the sufferings precete the glory, hut 
if we suffer with Him we shall be 
glorified together. The greater part of 
this lesson is found in Matthew and 
Mark, but the first portion, which we 
are now considering, is found in Luke 
also. The account by Mark is the 
most full, and he tells us that the dis- 
ciples were amazed and afraid. We 
also will often be amazed and afraid 
it many things unless filled with and 
tuught by the Spirit. Luke says they 
understood none of these things (Luke 
xviii, 34).

A RUTHLESS SLAUGHTER 


ELEPHANTS PRACTICALLY EX- 
TERMINATED IN AFRICA. 


For Two Hundred and Fifty Y>ars 
the Great Beast Has Been a Target 
For the Gun of the Ivory Hunter— 
French Society Makes Plans For 
His Preservation—Britain Is Work- 
ing In Same Cause. 


For many years, in fact almost ever 
since the white man and his native 
allies have been killing off the ele- 
phant, there has been discussion of 
means of preserving the big beast 
from extinction. The discussion has 
concerned the African elephant chief- 
ly, because the Indian elephant 
through hard work as a helper of 
mankind has become a valuable .em- 
ber of society and has practically sav- 
ed himself; but the big fellow of the 
African veldt has merely basked in 
the sunshine, played in the pools, 
tramped down the early settler’s corn 
and been such a nuisance and an 
idler that he has been considered a 
good target for ivory hunters’ guns. 

Now a French society, known as 
The Friends of the Elephant, 
bestirred itself in his behalf. This so- 
ciety has awakened so much interest 
that not only has France given it 
support but other nations that have 
African possessions are seeing what 
ean be done to prevent the loss of 
this interesting and valuable animal 
The plan advocated by the society is 
that of establishing preserves or 
sanctuaries where the elephant might 
live in some sense of security with 
his family and not be disturbed by 
hunters seeking his tusks to sell for 


| ivory. 


There is no doubt that he has got 
very much the worst of it ever since 
the white man went to South Africa. 
His case has 4 parallel in this coun- 
try in the buffalo. As the buffalo was 
able to make out against the Indian, 
eo the elephant was able to live and 
thrive with the black men that sur- 
rounded him. He was not in grest 
danger of extinction from the pit- 
falls and assegais of the natives. It 
was when the white man with fire- 
arms appeared upon the scene that he 
began to lose ground. When the 
Dutch landed at Cape Town about 250 
years ago his evil days began. 

One of the old time hunters left an 
especially interesting record for dar- 
ing and skill. It was a trick with 
him to call attention, according to 
the stories that are told of his prowess, 
‘to some fine big old bull in a herd, 
Imake a chalk mark on him and then 
‘kill him. The wagers that this hunr- 
er made with tenderfeet, it is said, 
'kept him in gin and tobacco until he 
happened to run across a lively old 
[brute that objected to being chalked 
and plugged with lead to adorn a 
yhunter’s tale. This hero ot the herd 
‘turned on the great hunter, tusked 
him, end trampled him until there 
jwas not an unbroken bone in his 
body. 

Jacobus Botha, ancestor of one of 
the Boer leaders in the war against 
England, was famous as an elephant 
hunter. He used to kill four or five 
lelephants a day and in this way laid 
(the foundation of quite a respectable 
‘South African fortune. A_ historian 
who wandered along the African 
coast at that time reported that Botha 
‘killed 22 elephants on two different 
‘occasions and that he shot as many 
as 13 elephants in a day. Some one 
who knew Botha declared that it was 
doubtful if he ever said such a thing 
|and suggested that some one else to!d 
the story for him in order to see how 
great a tale that historian would be- 
lieve. 

Oswell, who was one of the greatest 
African hunters of Livingstone’s time, 
relates that in one of his expeditions 
he saw 400 elephants in one herd. 
“As far as the eye could reach in a 
fairly open country,”’ he said, “there 
was nothing but elephants. I do not 
mean in serried mass, but in small 
groups.” 

Gordon Cumming was another fam- 
ous African hunter whe killed his full 
ehare of big game, and F. C. Selous 
was another. The latter is said to 
‘have shot 23 elephants in three sea- 
eons with an old Dutch elephant gun. 

The result of this slaughter has 
been to exterminate the elephant in 
South Africa. To-day there ate no 

erds south of the Zambesi and the 
Cuene rivers except two or three 
small protected nerds in Cape Colony, 
‘@ emall troop or two in Bamangwato 
and Bechuanaland and a few in 
Mashonaland and perhaps in Mata- 
beleland. This is all that remains of 
‘the herds that 60 or 70 years ago 
roamed in freedom over most of the 
South Afriean interior. 

The English have taken a special 
interest in the elephant since they 
ave seen it disappear rapidly from 
their South African colonies and sev- 
eral societies have been formed to 
preserve it. These societies have ap- 
‘parently been gathered into one which 
thas for its purpose the preservation 
of the fauna of al! the British empire. 

The African native ever since he 
thas been able to obtain and use fire- 
arms has killed the elenhant regard- 
less of size or sex. He has found 
that it is the most profitable trade 
that he can engage in because ivory 
finds a ready market at a good price. 
There have been laws made by some 
of the colonies that no cow elephants 
or immature bulls shall be killed, 
and the minimum weight of tusks that 
may be bartered has been fixed ne- 
cording to the colony at from 9 to 30 
pounds; but the great ficulty in 
enforcing this rule is that the native 
has found that if he cannot sell the 
underweight tusks legally he can al- 
ways find some one who will take 
them off his hands as contraband 

The French society has taken all 
these points into consideration and 
has directed its erusade against the 
slaughter in the interior of the eon- 
tinent, in the valley of the Congo 
From here has been coming recently 
much of the contraband ivory as well 
fas tmnuch of the finest that has been 
{finding its way into the European 
markets. The killing of the big beast 
hus been ruthless and without dis- 
| crimination,
